Beveral councllmeén who have boeen asked
how they will vote on the Zimman ordl-
nance reftss to commit themaelves. They
give as an excuse that the problem is a
deep one and they do not care to say any-
thing untll they have investigated it fully,
Bome esay they think the propoged redus-
tions are too heoavy while others are pro-
fessing a fear that If rates are knocked
down the wages of the tel¢phone girls
and other employes will be roduced and
poor service follow. The ordinance ia ex-

pected to come up for discussion naxt
Tuesdny morning, provided Chairman
Evans of the committes that has It so
wills.

“The Impression that the telephone com-
pany Is willing to acceds to a reduction In
raten In order to bar competition is not
correct In my opinion,” asld Acting Mayor
Zimman, ""The cut means & loss to the
company of about 5120000 & year and no
corporation will stand for that without
making a fight.
